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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claimsl to 26 and 35 to 38 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 to 26 and 35 to 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Japanese patent 129332. 

The English abstract of JP'332 discloses an ultra-low carbon steel having a 
composition with constituents whose wt% ranges overlap those recited by the claims; 
such overlap renders applicant's composition prima facie obvious despite differences in 
non-overlapping areas, see In re Malagari, 182USPQ549. 

More specifically, note examples C, E, F, G and H in Table 1 of columns 9 and 
10 which meet the claimed composition. Even though prior art does not teach Ca, V, 
Sn, or Nb as recited by one or more of the claims, such would not be a patentable 
difference since the lower limit of these alloying constituents is zero and therefore 
optional. 
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Also even though the prior art does not teach 20 or less inclusions in 60 fields 
under a microscope in a sample steel prepared in accordance with J IS G0555 as 
recited by the claims, such would not be a patentable difference since the technique of 
measuring is not the gist of the invention, and also the low number of 20 would be 
expected since similar to the present invention, the prior art desires and seeks to have 
extremely low numbers of inclusion in order to reduce surface defects, such as pin 
holes and press cracks. See the English abstract of JP'332 which teaches the defects 
present in the steel sheet are decreased by reducing the number of inclusions in a cast 
piece, in particular the number of an alumina cluster inclusion is less than 20/kg. 
In any event, the differences between the prior art and present invention would amount 
to no more than routine optimization of non-metallic inclusions which is well within the 
skill of the art and productive of no new and unexpected results.
